1903, the anniversary of the birth of 
Johann Schiller, the famous German 
poet, dramatist and historian, there 
Was opened at Harvard a museum in 
which it was ifitended to collect an 
exhibit of works representative of Ger- 
man art culture. This collection has 
grown to be one of the most complete 
of ite kind in existence. It has re- 
celyed from His Majesty, the German 
Emperor, nat only assurances of his 
Feneral interests, but many substantial 
gifts, which. were received in the 
United States with gratitude and appre- 
ciation as marks of special friendship. 
“The historic value of this collection

HIGH NAVAL OFFICER INVOLVED. 


Said to Have Furnished Sketches to 


Traitor to Sell to Rus - 
sian Embassy. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE AS- 
BOCIATED PRESS.) 

TOKIO, July 22.—Further news re- 
garding. the arrest of Ishiyama Shini- 
chiro, the alleged Russian spy, is to 
the effect that on July 20, Ishiyvama 
had aw interview with Mr. Suzuki, in- 
terpreter of the Russian embassy in 
Tokio, and told the latter that he 
would like to seil to the embassy a 
number of sketches representing the 
inside of the Japanese naval stations 
fat a cost ot 5,000,000 yen, asking his 
service as an interpreter for the pur- 

Furthermore, he promised the 
interpreter to give one-fourth of that 
sum as commission. 

Instead of communicating the mat- 
ter to the Russian embassy, Interpre- 
ter Suzuki at once reported this ex- 
traordinary case to the Tokio gendar- 
merie headquarters, with the result 
that the al traitor was subse- 
quently arrested at the Yumei-Kan 
Hotel, Tsukiji, a., already mentioned. 

The spy is now detained in a Tokio 
prison, pending trial. It is stated the 
traitor obtained the sketches from a 
naval officer of high rank and that 
they measure three by three feet each. 
The authorities are now a 
search for accomplices. 


"In Santa Monica Mountains.
